He (Dearmont) says: ‘If 
Wilson is elected, Tom Pendergast 
will be your Governor and you 
might as well know it.’ I wouldn’t 
reach down in the putrid swamps 
of politics and spoil his good name 
like that for the governorship of 
Missouri.” 

“If Mr. Dearmont,” he added, 
“or any of his followers will do me 
the justice to show wherein Mr. T. 
J. Pendergast ever controlled or 
even bossed me, then they would 
do the people a great service, for 
I would be unfit to hold public of- 
fice. 

“I am proud of the support of 
the Pendergast organization and 
other allied organizations under 
that fighting, dominant leader of 
Jackson County Democrats.”

Summary of Work Accomplished 


By Seventy-second Congress 


In Longest Session in Ten Years 


Hard Times Dictated Most of Its Important 
Enactmerits—G. O. P. Senate and 
Democratic House Co-operated. 


By the Associated Press, .- 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—The 
seventy-second Congress lasted 
more than seven months -— the 
longest session in 10 years. 

From its start last December 
troubled times directed the course 
of Congress and with but two im- 
portant exceptions, dictated every 
major act written into the statutes. 
An emergency program for relief, 
national and international, to meet 
exigencies of world economic dis- 
turbance, was the session’s chief 
contribution to history. 

During the early nionths, politics 
was minimized. In that time laws 
were passed to postpone for a year 
the $270,000,000 debt payments 
owed the United States by foreign 
nations; to create the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation; liberal- 
ize banking restrictions; levy $1,- 
118,500,000 in new taxes; give Fed- 
eral aid to the needy, abolish “lame 
duck” sessions and prohibit Fed- 
eral injunctions in labor disputes. 

Muscle Shoals legislation failed 
to get: through, The House also 
adopted a bank-guaranty bill which 
the Senate did not reach. 

When economy legislation to bal- 
ance the budget became pressing, 
the House launched a bill to save 
$250,000,000, but the saving was 
cut by more than half before. it 
passed. President Hoover criticised 
Congress for being unwilling to 
make bigger savings and Democrats 
retorted that his Cabinet and ap- 
pointees were responsible, 

About this time the Democrats 
passed a tariff bill which the Presi- 
dent vetoed. Soon thereafter, 
Speaker Garner, not then the Dem- 
ocratic vice-presidential nominee, 
offered his $2,000,000,000 reHef bill. 

That went threvgh Congress de- 
spite presidential assertions that it 
was “pork barrel” and answers that 
it was “bread basket.” . This bill 
was vetoed and Congress waa forced 
te draft the second. 

Bonus and Beer Fail. 

Informed that a bill for payment 
of the bonus would be vetoed, 
the Senate defeated such a ‘meas- 
ure approved by the House. Con- 
tinual marching of bonus seekers 
outside the Capitol in the Jast days 
of the session failed to put the 
bonus through.

‘eped an open break between Gar- 
ner, Democratic Vice-Presidential 
nominee, and Hoover, Republican 
Presidential nominee, hinging on 
loans to individuals by the Recon- 
struction Corporation. The Pres- 
ident vetoed individual loans, but 
accepted the clause requiring pub- 
licity for all the Corporation's ad- 
vances, placing responsibility on 
Congress and upon the Democratic 
leaders, 
Aid for the Needy. 

In the final relief bills, the funds 
of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, originally $2,000,000,000, 
was increased to $3,800,000,000, 
and provisfén was made for ad- 
vances .to states for relief of the 
needy. 

The Government also gave help 
to the distress by releasing 85,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat and 600,000 
bales of cotton from Farm Board 
stores to the Red Cross for distri- 
bution to the unemployed. 

Early in the session, Congress 
voted $100,000,000 to strengthen 
the Federal Farm Lan Banks. 
Somewhat later it came to the aid 
of a Federal Reserve System bur- 
dened by foreign gold demands, 
and, in the Glass-Steagall emergen- 
cy act, released new reserves. 

| General Sales Tax Beaten, 

The budget-balancing program 
brought from the Ways and Means 
Committee a billion-dollar revenue 
bill, It was rewritten on the House 
floor after a bitter struggle which 
eliminated a ‘general manufactur- 
ers’ sales tax. 

In the Senate, too, the sales tax 
was rejected. Income taxes were 
increased and additional revenue 
was sought in other directions as 
the Treasury deficit mounted to- 
‘ward $3,000,000,000, 

Following the tax law to the 
White Hoyse was a national econo- 
my meagu that reduced Govern- 
ment sala and other outlays, 
cutting more than $150,000,000 
from Federal expenses, The regu- 
lar annual supply bills were cut far 
below the current year’s allowance, 

Deaths and Defeats, 

During the session about 60 
House members and two Senators 
were defeated in primaries. | 


Dr. George Calver, House physi- 
clan, laid several deaths among 
Congressmen to. overwork and 
pleaded with members to slow 
down, The end of the Seventy- 
second Congréss will not come un- 
til March 4, 1933, but the mortality 
rate among the 435 Representa- 
tives and 96 Senators already ap- 
proaches a record. 

Those who do continue to serve 
will draw 10 per cent less pay, a 
cut they voted for themselves in 
the economy campaign. President 
Hoover, whose salary could not be 
reduced by Congress, announced he 
would return to the Treasury $15,- 
1000 of the $75,000 a year he re- 
ceives.

From Relief to Repeal. 

Inside the Capitol the legislators 
continued. In the Senate the sub-- 
ject had shifted from relief to pro- 
hibition. Senator Glass asked to 
bring up his resolution for resub- 
mission and repeal of the eight- 
éenth amendment. He argued that, 
by providing against the return of 
the saloon and for states desiring 
fo be dry, it would largely carry out 
the platform of both parties and 
thus take prohibition out of poli- 
tics. 


“It take a two-thirds vote of each 
house of Congress to resubmit the 
amendment,” he said. “Therefore, 
it is obvious that it cannot be done 
by any one party. Not since re- 
construction days has one party 
had two-thirds majorities in both 
houses. If we pass the resolution 
now, we will eliminate from the 
coming campaign a bitter issue 
which otherwise will submerge the 
economic issues on which the cam- 
paign should be fought.” 

Senator Nor interposed to in- 
sert in the record an address de- 
livered before the Oklahoma Press 
Association by this correspondent, 
whom he. described in flattering 
terms. The Senate listened polite- 
ly, but with well-restrained enthusi- 
asm, and Norris proceeded to reply 
to .Glass. 

“This amendment,” he said, “las 
not even been considered by a com: 
mittee of the Senate. It is much 
too important to be passed in such 
haste.

ress.

Under one provision, the Gover- 
nor, upon proper certification, may 
obtain funds in the name of the 
State, part of which could be allo 
cated to St. Louis and other munic- 
ipalities in proportion to need, The 
bill provides for repayment of 
loatfs made direct to states by de- 
ductions from future highway and 
post road appropriations, beginning 
in 1935 or in accordance with 
terms agreed to by the state with 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion. 

Another provision authorizes the 
city to borrow directly from the 
Reconstruction Corporation upon 
application accompanied by the 
Governor's permission and his cer- 
tificate of necessity and the inade- 
quacy of local resources. The 
chief executive of the city would 

72 to make a similar certificate. 
In this case the city would have 
to enter into an agreement satis- 
factory to the directors of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
for repayment of the loan, with 
interest, direct to the corporation. 

Interest of 3 per cent a year is 
to be charged for loans made un- 
der either provision. 

Text of Loan’ Clauses. 

The text of the relief sections 
follows: :

“Tt will stay within the rules,” 
Couzens replied, “but I will have the 
Senate pass on them and not the 
Vice President.” 

Watson answered that he had 
been in Indiana politics for 45 
years and said “the people under- 
stand me and know my habits. 

“When the time comes the peo- 
ple of Indiana and not the Senator 
will determine my right to come 
back.” 

Watson denied he had delayed 
the bill, and said his action had 
been postponed because the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee was busy 
with other matters. 


FEDERAL COURT CONVICTIONS 
HERE INCREASE 120 IN YEAR 


Fines, However, Decrease From 
$229,800 to $212,998, Breuer's 
Report Shows.., 

The report of United States At- 
torney Breuer for the fiscal year 
ended July 1 shows that while con- 
victions in criminal cases increased 
from 824 to 944, the total assess- 
ment of fines decreased from $229,- 
800 to $212,998 and collections of 
fines decréased from $77,033 to 
$56,770. Criminal cases largely in- 
volve bootleggers. 

Of 1087 prosecutions begun, 939 
were in criminal cases as against 
859 last year. A total of 1052 cases 
were terminated, compared with 
935 in the previous year. 

In criminal cases there were four 
acquittals as against 10 in the pre- 
ceding year, 104 cases were nollie 
prossed as against 101‘and there 
were 921 pleas of guilty as against 
794. There were 27 jury trials, 
compared with’ 40 in the previous 
year. 

Fines collected in income tax 
cases increased sharply from $6825 
to $71,742. 

There were 241 civil cases begun 
and 218 terminated. The compara- 
tive figures for last year were 175 
and 217. The Governmgnt obtained 
150 judgments as against 171 last 
year. Fifteen defendants won judg- 
ments, a decrease of five from last 
year. At the end of the report 
year, 286 cases were pending as 
compared with 257 at the end of 
the previous year.

DRIVER'S VERSION OF ARREST’ 


Wilmer Shelton Says He Was Phon- 
ing to Police When They Arrived. 

Wilmer Shelton yesterday gave 
his version of his arrest last 
Wednesday at his home, 3639 Com- 
monwealth avenue, Maplewood, a 
few minutes after his automobile 
had knocked down and injured a 
bus driver at Skinker and Clayton 
Tie Post-Dispatch had been in- 
formed, and so published in early 
editions last Thursday, that police 
found Shelton painting the fenders 
of his car.

He objected to the form of the 
Glass resolution and said its pro- 
vision against consumption of 
liquor at the place of sale, would 
prevent its use at hotels and res- 
taurants. 

He found fault also with the 
clause to prohibit the transportation 
of liquor into states retaining pro- 
hibition. He preferred the lan- 
guage of his own measure under 
which no dry state could prevent 
transportation of liquor between 
two wet states. 


Glass Answers Bingham. 


Glass vigorously criticised Bing- 
ham, accusing him of seeking .to 
make political capital of the pro- 
hibition .situation. He called ‘at- 
teution to the minority platform 
report whi ingham sponsored 
at the Repu@lican convention, as 
serting it called. for the abolition 
of the saloon and protection of the 
states. Then recalling Bingham’s 
objections to certain features of 
his resolution, the Virginian said 
“the Senator has ripped off his own 
disguise and does not want to pro- 
tect the states.”’ 

Explaining his action in draft- 
ing the resolution, Glass said he 
had simply proposed that the 
atates settie the question, | 

“That doesn’t bind me or any 
Senator who votes for it to vote 
for repeal,” he said, “I intend to 
use every effort of persuasion and 
argument to have the state of Vir- 
ginia oppose repeal. I have been 
a life-long dry, so to spéak. I 
don’t Know the taste of intoxicat- 
ing liquor. But I have never been 
a zealot. 


“It was the excesses of the li- 
quor traffic that brought on Fed- 
eral prohibition and more recent- 
ly it has been ‘the excesses of cler- 
ical fanatics that has created the 
present terrific reaction against 
prohibition.”

Yvonne Godard, Only Woman in 
Party, Is Swimming

The French Olympic team, en 
route to the Los Angeles games, 
passed through St. Louis yesterday.

DENTAL METAL” TAX EXEMPT 


WASHINGTON, July 16. — Per- 
sons who visit dentists frequently 
may draw some comfort from a 
ruling today of the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. It was that pro- 
visions of the new tax bill dd not 
apply to certain dental work in 
which precious metals are used.

MISSOURIANS 10 VOTE 
ON 3 AMENDMENTS 


Old Age Pensions, New Budget 
System and Legislative Cler- 
ical Reform Proposed. 


By the Associated Press. ~ 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 16.— 
Three ». proposed constitutional 
amendments to authorize old age 
pensions, provide an improved bud- 
get system and abolish clerical 
scandals and archaic methods of 
legiglative procedure, will be voted 
on by Missourians in the Novem- 
ber election. Two amendments, in 
the form of initiative petitions, 
have been filed with the Secretary 
of State. | 

The three proposals would estab- 
lish a limitation of 75 clerks for 


each house of the general assem- 
bly, simplify the clerical methods 
of the legislature, improve the 
State budget system by making a 
more effective control of expén- 
ditures and tighten provisions for 
revisions of Missouri's statutes in 
the revision sessions. 


The budget amendment has 99,- 
629 signatures and the legislative 
amendment 100,737. Although only 
5 per cent of the vote cast in the 
last general election in 11 of the 16 
old congressional districts was nec- 
essary to place the petitions on the 
ballot, sponsors filed the required 
humber from 15 of the districts. 

The clerical amendment ‘strikes 
at the large number of clerks which 
were employed in recent sessions of 
the legislature. State Treasurer 
Larry Brunk has repeatedly 
charged that the 2931 general as- 
sembly, wasted more than $200,000 
in clerical salaries. 


The old method of engrossing: 
and enrolling legislative bills in 
longhand would be done away with 
and typewritten or printed copies 
substituted. Only appropriation 
and revision measures would be 
considered at the decennial revi- 
sion sessions after the first 70 days 
the legislature is in session. 


The pension proposition would 
authorize the General Assembly to 
enact statutes establishing old-age 
pensions for persons more tHan 76 
years old who are without means 
of support and incapable of pro- 
viding a living for themselves. The 
1931 Legislature passed a résolution 
“ submit the proposal to the peo- 
ple. : 


The two initiated proposals were 
circulated over the state by the 
Associated Industries of Missouri, 
aided by the Missouri Farmers’ As- 
sociation, which sponsored the work 
preliminary to drawing up the 
measures. 


Plans for conducting a campaign 
to obtain adoption of the two pro- 
posed amendments were outlined at 
a meeting here last week by repre- 
sentatives of the. industrial, farm, 
tax and civic groups. The catin- 
paign its under supervision of 13 
regional directors, appoinnted by 
Conrad H. Mann of Kansas City, 
chairman of the Association for 
Economy in Government.

‘These distances are 
run very seldom, however, which 
explains the case. 

One often hears it said that the 
marathon is more luck than a 
match of organized work. That 
may have happened to some of the 
old runners and may even happen 
to many a runner again, but it 
must not happen with all. The 
marathon is a match run on ra- 
tioned power-economy. This dis- 
tance will be run well by the man 
who can ration the power he spends 
and distribute his speed correctly. 


The speed in the marathon should 
be as uniform as possible. The dif- 
ference in time for the two halves 
of the distance must not be more 
than 3 minutes. It is just the fact 
that the runners have not been able 
to ration their speed correctly 
which has brought about a dizap- 
pointment to many of them. Let us 
refresh our memory. Dorando had 
in London an initial speed alto- 
gether out of proportion; my com- 
patriot Tatu. Kolehmainen, who 
perhaps otherwise was the best 
marathon man in the Stockholm 
games, had in the same manner an 
absolutely impossible initial speed, 
the Estonian surprise Juri Lossman 
again at Antwerp saved himself too 
much, and only at the end he saw 
that he had left a lot of his power.

Hillman’s record of 53 sec- 
onds.is not considered official to- 
day, was disclosed here by Artie 
Eilers, business director of Wash- 
ington University’s athletic pro- 
gram, . 
Joe Forshaw had suggested 
that the reason was the difference 
in the track lengths, the 1904 
oval being three laps to the mile 
instead of the standard four. 

A. correspondent, who wrote 
that he was an eye witness to 
the 1904 effort of Hillman, de- 
clared the time was not official 
- because, like Morgan Taylor la- 
ter, Hillman had kicked over a 
hurdle and thereby . invalidated 
his time. eo. ' 

Eilers explains that still anothér 
and more probable reason for 
failure to give credit to Hillman 
is the fact that the obstacles used 
in the 400-meter hurdle race of 
1904 were six inches lower than 
the regulation hurdle of today. A> 
victory was therefore not much 
more than running gq 400-meter 
flat race. 

All of which proves that Hill- 
man’s record has gone down for 
the count three times instead of .

In this conflict, Rome—both Empire 
and Church—has usually taken one part, 
Greece and our own country the other. 
It is an interesting fact that has escaped 
general comment that the end of the War left 
Europe for the first time for nearly two thou- 
sand years without the name of Caesar. It 
began with two Kaisers and two Tsars—these 
titles are but dialectical forms of Caesar— 
and all four Have gone. Caesarism stands for 
conceptions of policy that have never been 
naturalized in this country and that we have 
' grown to hate, but in Europe the idea of unity 
through the will of one man is in the blood. 

In this sense both Stalin and Mussolini are 
Caesars without the name. And it would be 
wrong to regard Caesarism as merely the rule 
of force. Not merely through its legions did 
the Roman Empire endure so long. Caesarism 
stands for a career open to talents, for the 
Emperor's purple was not hereditary for long 
together except to ability, and the humblest 
soldier, if he was able enough, might hope, 
whatever his race or origin, some day to be 
Emperor. 

Further, the name did stand for a unity 
of policy, transcending racial divisions, which 


perors were not Roman or even Italian; there 
were only two racial divisions, East and West, 
and thanks to the Roman peace there were 
long tracts of time when a large part of the

Momentous Possibilities. 

This is the problem of our time—to com- 
bine the.liberty of national self-expression 
with the unity that is necessary to progress. 
Unless it is solved, it is not merely possible, 
but probable, that the progress of the world 
will suffer a relapse comparable to that whieh 
precipitated the civilization of the Roman 
world into the Dark Ages. 

There seems very little hope of Europe’s 
solving it without a lead from outside. Cae- 
sarism—the idea of unity based on force— 
heavily defeated though it was in the War, is 
branded on the historical consciousness of 
European peoples. Except in France and, per- 
haps, in Scandinavia, nowhere is faith in par- 
liamentary institutions more than a formal 
profession. Never were the imperfections of 
the parliamentary system more evident than 
they are now Sut ‘at any rate that system does 
express, however imperfectly, the ideal of gov- 


ernmeht by persuasion and consent, and so is

Gur own case is very different. If any 
country can reconcile the liberty of national- 
ism with unity of policy where state interv 
ests are common, it is our own. Historically 
we have been the champion of nationa] rights.

IX months ago the people of Finland, by 
an overwhelming majority in a popular 
referendum in which both men and 
women voted, repealed their prohibition law. 
Three months ago the 13-year period during 
which Finland had vainly attempted to en- 
force a dry regime legally came to an end 
and the new liquor laws, permitting the sale 
of aleoholic beverages under strict Govern- 
ment control, came into force. 
Although’ the length of the experiment 
with temperance has covered, thus far, only 
a fraction of the time devoted to the “noble 
experiment,” the visible results have been 
remarkable. Today practically all the former 
influential and uncompromising “drys,” as 
well as the vast majority of the population, 
are convinced of the fundamental error in 
having attempted to enforce, upon an un- 
sympathetic citizenry, what proved to be an 
unpopular reform, according to the Minister 
of Interior, Eric von Born. 

It is admitted that some of the evils that 
came with prohibition are yet to be eradi- 
cated. Bootlegging, on a small scale, still 
continues and ships of rumrunners can be 
found lying beyond the Finnish territorial 
waters in the Gulfs of Finland and Bothnia. 
The change however, in three short months, 
has been so marked that officials freely pre- 

ict that normalcy in regard to consumption 
of alcohol will be restored before/the year is 
out, 

An Expert Testifies. 

“The results of the repeal of the dry law 
and the coming into force of the new regula- 
tions, whereunder alcoholic beverages can be 
legally bought from Government controlled 
dispdnsaries, although they have only had a 
comparatively short time to manifest them- 
selves, are so evident that the wisdom of 
giving up an unpopular and unenforceable 
law cannot be disputed from any quarter,” | 
declared Von Born, who, more than any 
other Government official is in a position to 
understand the problem. The Minister of 
Interior is making a close study, in all parts 
of the country, of aH aspects of the liquor 
problem, in order to make the necessary rec- 
ommendations to the Cabinet and Parlia- 
ment, and his deductions are sweeping and 
unqualified. In his interview he said: 
“From practically every point of view the 
internal situation as regards the use of liquor 
has improved. There has been a marked de- 
crease in crime of al) kinds, particularly 
crimes of violence, as compared with the 
same period in previous years; arrests for 
drunkenness, even couliting the days which 
immediately followed the repeal of the pro- 
hibition law and the removal of restrictions 
on the sale of alcohol have decreased greatly; 
lawbreaking is declining according to police 
and Magistrates’ reports; sobriety is becom- 
ing the rule rather than the exception and 
bootleggers are fast disappearing.”’ 

The most remarkable thing, according to 
Minister von Born, is the new attitude of the 
people in regard to the liquor laws. Where 
previously a bootlegger was tolerated, if not 
welcome, now he is regarded as a malefactor 
and outlaw. A new national morality is ap-

Secretary of Agriculture Hyde’s summary dismis- 
gal of Gov. Roosevelt's proposal to relieve unem- 
ployment and at the same time institute a program 
of reforestation in the United States has been prompt- 
ly called to account by leaders in the movement to 
provide the nation with systematic tree planting. 

Ovid Butler, editor of American Forests and execu- 
tive secretary of the American Forestry Association, 
has announced his support of the Roosevelt plan in 
a@ letter to Secretary Hyde. Agreeing with the New 
York Governor that work could be provided for a 
large number of men through a national forestry 
program, Mr. Butler said that reforestation is a 
“work that must be done sooner or later if our na- 
tional resources are to be adequately perpetuated and 
the real sources of our national wealth maintained 
intact.” 

While Mr. Butler, properly enough, did not discuss 
the political aspect of Sécretary Hyde's attack on 
Gov. Roosevelt's plan, he did go on to say that “to 
give the impression that forestry offers only the pos- 
sibility of tree planting is, in the judgment of the 
American Forestry Association, to dismiss the sub- 
ject without fair consideration of the very large and 
diverse possibilities which the field offers.” ) 

What some of these diverse possibilities are was set 
forth by Chairman Jones of the House Agriculture 
Committee, who joined with Mr. Butler in refuting 
the Hyde argument. Sloping land which has had the 
timber removed becomes subject‘ to rapid erosion, 
frequently making it unfit for use of any kind save 
replanting ‘in trees whose roots will serve to hold 
the soil in place. In the same connection arises an 
aspect of flood control. Experts disagree on the 
extent to which land with vegetation absorbs rain-

As for Secretary Hyde's statement that @ na- 
tional tree planting project would provide work for 
very few men, there is the testimony of California, 
which has already put 6000 previously unemployed 
men at work on its limited forestry program. 

When it comes to a forward-looking and construc- 
tive reforestation program in the United States, it is 
to New York that we must turn. For man} years a 
leader in forest planting, that State, at Gov. Roose- 
velt’s invitation, and through its people, last Novem- 
ber voted to put into effect a program which, accord- 
ing to American Forests, “will lead to the reforesta- 
tion, during the next 15 years, at a total ontlay of 
$20,000,000, of 1,000,000 acres of land now idle and 
unproductive.” ‘ 

The New York project was described in a commen- 
datory editorial in Mr. Butler's magazine as “one of 
the great reforestation projects of the world.” Ameri- 
cans have long heard about the systematic replanting 
in European countries, in Germany, Belgium, R@ssia 
and other nations. Now, thanks to Gov. Roosevelt's 
State, such an undertaking is under way on our side 
of the water. : 

Using land which must be used again to grow for- 
ests if it is to render any economic return, the New 
York project comprises an area similar to that whose 
reforestation was begun in Great Brifain 12 years 
ago and alsb comparable to the well-known French 
project whereby the pine forests of the southwestern 
maritime provinces were replanted in the latter part 
of the last century. 

It adds no credit to the United States Department 
of Agriculture that its Secretary, for whatever rea- 
sons, political or otherwise, should attack a proposal 
whose inauguration might well be epoch-making. Re- 
forestation is not a political issue, and Secretary 
Hyde only indulges in partisan politics when he at- 
tempts to drag it into political controversy. His own 
State of Missouri has in the Ozarks a field for re- 
forestation which cries out for the initiation of ex- 


actly such a policy.

John Thomas Batts, a Grand 
Rapids manufacturer, arrived in 
Detroit from his winter home in 
Pasadena, Cal., last week in an 
unusual automobile. Batts de- 
signed and built the body of his 
car after five years of research 
and study. 

The chassis is a regular Packard 
eight. Through the day the pas- 
senger compartment of the car is 
a comfortable lounge, with down- 
upholstered easy chairs, almost 
unlimited vision, ventilated and in- 
sulated against heat, noise, cold or 
dust. At night it is a sleeping 
chamber with berths of feather 
bed comfort. 

“One can sleep with no sound 
to bother him,” says Batts, 
“whether traveling at 10 or 75 
miles an hour. There is none of 
the clicking of wheels on rail 
joints, none of the sqeaks and none 
of the bumps and jars which, with 
me at least, are disturbing to sleep 
in normal rail travel.” 

Stream lining has been carried 
to a high point.

New Compound 


Withstands Solvents 
That Affect Rubber 


Motorists are going to hear in- 
creasingly more about a new prod- 
uct which automobile manufactur- 
ers are beginning to use or are 
testing for use. The product, 
known as Thiokol, is a chemical 
compound which has most of the 
characteristics of rubber, but is not 
affected by solvents as rubber is. 

One well-known automobile 
manufacturer has been employing 
it for the past year in the form 
of tubing to convey gasoline to the 
carburetor of a suspended engine. 
In this case rubber was impractical 
because of its tendency to swell in 
the presence of gasoline. 

Its success in this application has 
caused other leaders in the auto- 
mobile and petroleum industries to 
become interested in its possibili- 
ties. Some of the ways in which 
Thiokol may be used before long 
are as spring covers, ignition wire 
for protection against oil and co- 
rona conditions, tubing to convey 
oil to dashboard gauge, diaphragm 
material for oil filters, and in con- 
nection with carburetors, gaskets 
for gas tanks, paint spray hose and 
grease gun outfits. sa

Undaunted, Miles took passage back to 
the United States, spending his time at sea 
designing a new bbat, which was pretty 
much a replica of the first, except for a few 
changes below deck. 


NSTEAD of choosing a seaport at which 

to build his second boat, he went back to 
Memphis, where he has friends and ‘rela- 
tives, and there, with the aid of several 
workmen, he built Sturdy II in five months. 
This boat also cost him approximately 
$6000. 

When the boat was finished, he shipped 
it by rail to New York, and from there by 
steamer to Port Said, where he resumed 
his voyage at about the same point where 
fire had interrupted it. Freight charges in 
getting the boat over to Port Said cost him 
an additional $2000. 

He left Egypt on Sept. 28, 1930. In 
addition to the fire, he found other hard- 
ships, not the least of which was the tei- 
rific temperature of the Red Sea. 

“The water was blood-hot, averaging 
around 97 degrees,’ says Miles, “and when 
I used my auxiliary engine, the temperature 
in my cabin was sometimes close to 150 
degrees.” 

But many courtesies were voluntarily 
extended him, particularly by European of- 
ficials of the various colonies on the West 
Coast of Africa. The French, Italian and 
English officials welcomed him, put com- 
fortable residence quarters at his disposal 
and each one telegraphed ahead to porter 
along the route to see that all his needs 
were filled. . 

He crossed the tine Ocean and at 
Ceylon went on a reef, but the Mohamme- 
dan fishermen helped him off. He visited 
India and made a 5000-mile excursion into 
the interior, and then went to Siam, French 
Indo-China; Singapore, Japan, China and 
Harbin in Russia. 

“In Penang,” says Miles, “I ran right 
into one of the yery Americans who are 
doing so much to ‘queer’ us abroad. He 
had been holding drunken parties in the 
hotel there for several days, making a lot 
of disturbance and acting as if he owned 
the place because he was spending money 
there. He was visiting there while on a 
world cruise, and when he left the pro- 
prietor of the hotel told me he was glad 
to see him go. To my astonishment and 
disgust I later discovered that this man was 
a wealthy New Yorker, descended from a 
well known and distinguished family.” 

It took Miles 68 days to cross from 
Japan to Honolulu. Counter winds were 
so strong that some days he'd cover: 125 
miles, only to discover that he had prog- 
ressed little more than half that distance. 
From Honolulu to San Francisco took him 
18 days. He visited Central America

At least this is the way the aid society looks at it, and 
the society is in a position just now to offer a qualified opinion. 

It has tried an extensive experiment along the line of saving 
boys from the reformatory and has some interesting results 


It was about two years ago that the aid society 
adopted the policy of sending problem boys 
It did this as a sort of 


last resort measure, 
to be tried before 
they should be sur- 
rendered to the 
jailer. The boys, 
delinquents referred 
to the society by 
the Juvenile Court, 
had shown a pre- 


dilection for get- 
ting into’ trouble 
and seemed _  inev- 


itably slated for 
reform school sen- 
tences. They were 
placed in carefully 
selected _ foster 
homes, far out in 
the country, on the 
theory that the 
change of surround- 
ings and separation 
from undesirable as- 
sociates might wurk 
a reformation with- 
out the necessity for 
prison bars. The 
boys were sent to 
school and allowed 
to take some part in 
Re operation of the 
‘urm,. What was the 
result? 

Reports recently 
compiled show that 
out of 21 boys thus 
placed, not one has

caused serious trouble, either for his 
foster parents or the society; that out 
of the 21 not one has failed to show 
marked improvement; that most of 
them, indeed, have overcome their 
wayward tendencies to such a degree 
that they are now regarded as perma- 
nently rehabilitated. Herschel Alt, 
general secretary oY the society, is 
highly elated over the success of the 
plan, and so is Circuit Judge Land- 
wehr of the Juvenile Court. 

The placing of boys on farms, of 
course, is not done indiscriminately, 
nor is it recommended as a measure to 
fit the needs of every individual boy. 
Each boy’s history, disposition and 
peculiar problem is studied carefully 
by the society’s workers before deci- 
sion is made as to his placement. Then 
if the psychiatrist and other investi- 
gators believe farm life and environ- 
ment would be beneficial, efforts are 
made to find the farm home which 
would be best adapted to the purpose. 
The foster homes are investigated as 
carefully as are the boys sent to them. 
Only about one home out of 12 that 
apply is accepted. Housing, health, in- 
come and personnel of the foster fam- 
ily are all taken into consideration, 
the society being particularly careful! 
about the economic phases. 


HE society does not want 
children exploited. It does not 
use children boarders as a 


means of-giving relief to the un- 
employed. So no boy is placed as a 
boarder in a home where the income 
is not already adequate for the fam- 
ily’s support.. The chances are that 
no home is exactly suited so the so- 
ciety endeavors to select the ones 
that come nearest to the mark and then 
improve conditions through frequent 
conferences with the foster parents. 
After it has placed the children, the 
society then keeps careful watch on 
their progress. This is imperative, for 


it is with considerable misgiving that 


some are launched on their new ex- 
periment. Take Jack S., for instance. 

Jack was 15 when he came under 
the supervision of the Children’s Aid 
Society. He had lived in an orphans’ 
home for eight years following the 
divorce of his parents. After these 
eight years he went to live with his 
mother. and soon became incorrigible.

He lied, stole, ran away frequently 
and: was very dull in school. He re- 
sorted to imaginative tales as a drive 
toward recognition from his play 
group and identified himself with a 
small neighborhood gang. These activ- 
ities culminated in an automobile theft 
in which he and three other boys were 
involved. He was brought into court. 
committed to Bellefontaine Farm and 
paroled to the aid society. 

After study of Jack's problems, the 
society placed him in a rural foster 
home near Rhineland, Missouri,.in the 
latter part of February, 1931. From 
the start he began to place him- 
self into the family and the commun- 
ity. Country life fascinated him, espe- 
cially his neighborhood contacts. 


E WAS given a horse of his 
H ow. and several projects in 
livestock feeding were planned 
for him by his foster family. His 


capacity for work was unusually 
large, and it even became neces- 
Bary for his foster father to pre- 


vent him from doing work that was 
too heavy for a boy. His boisterous- 
ness and forwardness, two of his un- 
desirable characteristics, did not sub- 
side as the society had hoped they 
would. His foster parents have been 
trying to correct this behavior and 
have been successful to a limited ex- 
tent, but no discouragement is felt on 
this score, in view of the rapid im- 
provement Jack has shown in other 
ways. His anti-social habits, devel- 
oped in the city, have almost entirels 
disappeared. There is now no sf¥al- 
ing, no truancy, and no lying has been 
marked up against him. He is pro 
gressing in schoo! and is so attached 
to the farm and his foster family that 
he wants to remain indefinitely. 

Joe V. is another typical etample. 
Joe was the eldest boy of an Italian 
family. His father had ambitions for 
Joe. He wanted him to learn to sing 
like an uncle in Italy. Maybe he would 
be an opera star. But Joe rebelled. A 
bitter antagonism grew up between 


them. The father’ hot temper and 
impatience incre the boy's stub. 
bornness. 


Joe became so addicted to 
truancy that he was expelled from 
school at 12.

Rex arrived in the city he moved into 
a $20,000-a-year apartment on Park 


avons. 

?To establish his reputation as a 
spender and a man-about-town, Rex 
threw one party after another. He 
spent $40,000 in the first six weeks, 
but blase Park avenue society appar- 
ently wasn't impressed. So he decided 


on a bold stroke. 
RR evanicers hotels and hiring 
Sophie Tucker's orchestra, he 
raised a hullabaloo about the af- 
fair and succeeded in convincing many 
socially prominent people that they 
should come. There were cham- 
pagne, pretty girls, gay dowagers and

The two boys have learred to 
get along together remarkably 
well. They have the usual broth- 
erly quarrels, but are devoted sup- 
porters of each other. They are 
progressing in school. They belong 
to the 4-H Club and have carried 
Out several interesting farm proj- 
ects. They have chickens of their 
own and their own garden plots. 
They make all of their spending 
money. The community is fond of 
them. They take part in all farm 
work and are so fond of horseback 
riding and other advantages of 
country life that they wish to re- 
main in their foster home and 
may become farmers themselves. 

Such are the boys and their 
problems and such is the tmprove- 
ment they show in their new sur- 
roundings. The rule holds good 
throughout the list of 21 boys now 
under the society’s custody on 20 
farms. 

The placement of boys on farms, 
of course, is only a small part of 
the society's work. The greater 
number of children it accepts for 
placement are placed in city 
homes. These range in age from 
infants to children of 16. Last 
year, 255 new chiidren were taken 
in,.62 under six months old, 32 
between six months and two years 
and 55 between 2 and 6. The rest 
were over 6 and under 17. The 
total number is about equally di- 
vided between girls and boys.

Very typical of the region are 
a score or so of the paintings 
which depict men and women re- 
ceiving dreadful wounds by being 
caught in stone presses used for 
making olive oil and wine. Yet 
from these they managed to re- 
cover in truly miraculous manner. 

One very recently placed picture 
stands in a class apart. It tells 
how a young man threatened with 
failure at an important examina- 
tion because he could not solve a 
very difficult problem, suddenly 
had this revealed to him. 

Very briefly is this an outline of 
a gallery of surpassing human in- 
terest. It deserves a book to do 
justice to so unique an array, and 
this soon, before many of the old- 
er pictures have faded out.
